A bold attempt atiobbiug the grocery 


store of Albert E 
Hand on Middle 


street, early Sunday 
morning, was 


frustrated by the prompt action of Mr. 
Arthur W. Howard, son of Police Com- 
missioner A.F. Howard. 


Mr. Howard had been to a party dur- 


ing the evening nod returned to his 
homo which is nearly opposite Mr. 
Kami's store about 12..H) o'clock Sun- 
day morning. He was about to retire 
when he heard tho sound of crashing 
glass and on looking out of the window 
saw the form of a man disappearing 
through a small side window in Mr. 
Hand's store. 


Without making any noise he quickly 


ran to tho telephone and culled up tho 
police station and told Captain Marden 
of the night watch of what he had seen. 
He then ran out and down Union street 
to where Mr Ldttard Sides, who is head 
clerk in the store, lives, where ho quick- 
ly explained the situation to him. 


Mi. Sides jumped into his clothes 


and stated for tho store with Mr. How- 
ard. 
On the way the\ were joined by 


Police Officers <>nitm, McCuuVry, Hoi- 
brook and Bums. The police officers 


irUy surrounded the store while Mr. 


Hides unlocked the door and one of the 


iiws lushed in with a revolver in one 


liindaiul a dark lantern in the other. 
It did not take long to discover the 
midnight Marauder crawling behind 
some barrels m fear and trembling. 


He oflored no resistance whatever and 


quietly accompanied the police officers 
to tho station house after they had 
made a thorough search of the premises 
for any accomplices in tho break. 


It was quickly evident that the fellow 
aptured was a foreigner and it was 
with groat difficulty that anything could 
bo gottou out of him. 


At the station house after mnoh ques- 


tioning, which was done mostly with 
signs, it was learned that he was a Hun- 
;ari:m and his name as near as could be 
made out was Mirti.sh Johan and his 
ago nineteen. 


He also gave tho officers to under- 


stand that there were two other fellows 
with him at the timo he broke into the 
store and they wore Englishmen. Mr. 
Howard said he could not see anybody 
else around the store while tho fellow 
was crawling in but as there is a high 
•ill board near by they possibly might 
have been behind that and on seeing 
tho officers 
coming fled up Wibird 


street. 


This is the third time Mr. Rand's 


store has been brokon into. Both times 
before the safe was blown open and the 
money draw ransacked. 


Johan and his pards, if he had any, 


must have been well acquainted with 
the habits of the proprietor and also of 
the police officer on that beat. Mr, 
Rand left for Rye beach early in the 
evening to remain over Sunday with his 
family who are stopping there, while 
Police Officer Qainn, whose bent is up 
that way, goes to lunch between twelve 
and one o'clock every night. The clerks 
closed up as usual Saturday evening 
about 10 30 and Johau watching until 
;he police officer was well out of his way 
made the break which ended so disas- 
trously to him. 


Sunday forenoon Mr. James Baiter 


•eported to the police station that his 
sister's house, No. 13 Court street, 
which is unoccupied, had been broken 
into and thoroughly ransacked. 


His sister, who is Miss C»rrie K. Salter. 


is away at the present time and the house 
is closed. Mr. Salter, up to within the 
past week, has been in the habit of go- 
ing through the house every day but 
on his sister saying there was no need 
of going there every day he did not go 
in from Wednesday last until Sunday 
morning when he found tho house had 
been entered. 


The burglar or burglars had forced a 


window open on the veranda with a 
jimmy and had effected an entrance in 
that way. 


Every room had been ransacked from 


top to bottom, bureau drawers pried 
open and the contents strewn all around 
and every closet searched 
for valua- 


bles. 


Mr. Salter could not tell what was 


missing from the house as he was not 
well enough acquainted with bis sinter's 
belongings. 
Assistant Marshal West 


went to the house and looked the premj 
ises over carefully for any clue. Out 
side near some bushes he found a num- 
ber of small empty jewelry boxes, a lace 
handkerchief and *n apron. 


The jewelry boxes wore of card board 


and there was every indication that they 
had been thrown thoro lately, within a 
day, as well as tho other articles, 


Tho police Connect tho break at the 


Salter house with tho ono at Hand's 
store although tlu\v could not got any 
satisfaction or information out of the 
burglar Johan in regards to the former, 
whatever.
